7. Relaxation . The Government shall be 
empowered to relax any or all clauses or 
conditions of the scheme in genuine cases . 
However release of financial assistance in such 
case will be considered only with approval of 
Finance (Exp .) Department. 
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8. Interpretation.— If any question arises 
regarding interpretation of any clause or word 
or expression of the scheme, the decision shall 
lie with the Government, which shall be final 
and binding on all concerned . 

9. Redressal of Grievances and Disputes. 
Grievances if any, arising out of the 
implementation of this scheme, shall be heard 
and decided by the Minister for Agriculture and 
the decision of the Minister of Agriculture in 
this regard shall be final and binding on all 
concerned . 


drying fish in Goa is done in Fisheries Complex , 
Colva of Directorate of Fisheries since 1990 . 
The Fisheries Department had constructed 30 
fish drying platforms at Fisheries Complex , 
Colva in the year 1990 and the same were 
leased to the fishermen for many years . 

Over the past few years these fishermen 
have been facing hardship in getting raw 
materials due to increase in number of fish meal 
plant in neighbouring States who are directly 
buying the raw material from jetties . Thus, 
these fishermen cannot perform their activity 
smoothly affecting their livelyhood and also 
making it difficult for quoting higher amount 
for the drying platforms. Therefore , in order to 
sustain this traditional activity it is felt 
necessary to give these 30 fish drying 
platforms at a nominal rate to these fish driers 
who have been drying fish on these platforms 
for more than 10 years .

The State Level Selection Committee shall 
scrutinize all the recommendations received 
from various institutions and recommend to the 
State Government at least 5 names of Physical 
Education Teachers, having shown excellence 
in promotion of Physical Education Sports and 
Games, in order of merit , for bestowing the 
State Award for Physical Education Teacher.

The Government of Goa is pleased to frame 
the " Scheme for release of subsidies to 
Kadamba Transport Corporation Ltd. towards 
social cost . " 
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( 1 ) Presentation of the Award shall bemade 
at a special ceremony, organized by the 
Directorate of Sports and Youth Affairs to 
coincide with the closing ceremony of 
celebration of National Sports Day on 29th 
August each year. 


( 2 ) The awardees shall be invited to receive 
the award in person . TA /DA of the awardees 
for attending the Award Ceremony would be 
met by the Department of Sports and Youth 
Affairs . 


Preamble . — Government of Goa has 
established State Road Transport Undertaking 
in October, 1980. The aim and object of the STU 
was to provide safe and reliable bus transport 
service to villagers and remote area people and 
students , thus to connect villages in the State 
to the cities and to villages where private bus 
operators were not ready to accept to provide 
bus services , being uneconomical and to stop 
the unfair practices and poor quality of services 
provided by private operators . The service was 
extended with concessions to senior citizens , 
physically disabled , blind , veteran ladies, 
cancer patients , freedom fighters , students , 
HIV Aids patients etc. as per directives of the 
Government. Kadamba Transport Corp. Ltd. 
operates around 200 to 250 kms per day buses 
on intra state routes to meet the demands of 
people in Goa. 


General Rules 


> Government of Goa , Directorate of Sports 
and Youth Affairs are competent to ascend this 
code at their discretion and taking into 
consideration the recommendations of State 
Level Co - ordination Committee , without any 
prior notice whatsoever. 
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For the above transport services , facilities 
to provide Kadamba Transport Corp. Ltd. has 
to sustain losses being not matching cost of 
operation with that amount of revenue earned . 


( v ) KTCL shall provide late night services , 
emergency services , support to the Disaster 
Management Cell in the State of Goa and any 
other services as per directions of the 
Government from time to time. 


The rate of passenger fare for transport 
services on which the major portion of income 
is dependable is decided and fixed by the 
Government and therefore the Corporation has 
no scope to increase the rate of fare as per 
increase in cost of inputs and has to continue 
with operation of uneconomical transport 
services . 


3. Scope of the scheme.— The smooth running 
of Kadamba Transport Corp. Ltd. is very much 
essential to provide transport services as per 
the need of the people with the facilities of 
concessions extended as per directives of 
Government and for operation of transport 
services on interstate routes in neighbouring 
states to facilitate the people for interstate 
movements. 


1. Short title and commencement . — (i) The 
scheme shall be called " Scheme for release of 
subsidy to KTCL towards social cost " . ( social 
obligatory services ). 


(ii ) The scheme shall come into force from 
the date of its Notification in the Official 
Gazette . 


4. Eligibility conditions under the scheme. 
KTCL is providing social obligatory services , 
it requires financial assistance of Rs. 500 lakhs 
towards monthly expenditure for operation of 
transport services which it provides to the 
people of Goa with concessions to the various 
categories of people . 


2. Objectives. The main objectives of the 
scheme are as follows: 


As the revenue which is earned as per the 
fare fixed by the Government is not enough to 
meet expenditures of operations it requires the 
above financial assistance . 


(i) Kadamba Transport Corp. Ltd. shall 
operate social obligatory services for the 
benefit of people connecting villages with 
towns and cities in the State to aid , assist , 
promote , expedite and accelerate the 
development of communication and transport 
facilities throughout the State of Goa and 
services to the public at large . 


5. Procedure for claiming subsidy. — (i) KTCL 
depending upon requirement of financial 
assistance from the State Government shall 
submit the proposal to the Transport 
Department for making provision in Annual 
Plan against subsidy amounting to Rs. 6500 
lakhs. 


( ii) KTCL shall extend services with 
concessions to senior citizens, physically 
disabled , blind , veteran ladies, cancer 
patients , freedom fighters, students , HIV Aids 
patients etc. as per directives of the 
Government. 


( ii ) Once the Annual Plan is passed by the 
Legislative Assembly and assented to by the 
Governor, depending upon the need of the 
Corporation , the Corporation shall move a 
proposal to the Transport Department for 
releasing the amount of Rs. 6500 lakhs 
provided in the Annual Plan in four quarterly 
installments spread out over the financial year 
towards salary . 


(iii ) KTCL shall provide passenger amenities / 
/ facilities at all the bus stands in the State of 
Goa and carry out the maintenance and 
upkeep of these bus stands . 


(iv ) KTCL shall make necessary arrangement 
to provide buses to various Government 
Departments and agencies as per the demand , 
against payment of prescribed charges . 


( iii) The Transport Department shall seek 
administrative approval and refer the matter 
to the Finance Department for concurrence 
of the same and for releasing the amount to 
KTCL . 
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6. Conditions for release of subsidy to KTCL 
(i) KTCL shall operate social obligatory services 
for social benefits connecting villages with 
towns and cities in the State and shall operate 
buses on interstate routes in the neighbouring 
States . 


8. Interpretation.— If any question arises 
regarding interpretation of any clauses, word 
or expression of the scheme, the decision shall 
lie with the Directorate of Transport which 
shall be final and binding on all concerned .

( ii ) KTCL shall assist , initiate , promote , 
expedite and accelerate the development of 
communication and transport facilities 
throughout the State of Goa at service to the 
public at large.

Certificate in the prescribed form after 
utilization of the amount of subsidy and before 
the release of next amount of subsidy 
installment, whichever is earlier. 


Whereas certain draft Amendment Rules 
further to amend the Goa , Daman and Diu 
Motor Vehicles Tax Rules, 1974 , which the

The Government shall be 
empowered to relax any or all clauses or 
conditions of the scheme in genuine cases for 
release of Financial Assistance to be recorded 
in writing .
